FALLING PRICES 


Although maize in Argentina is 
scarce until the new harvest, the 
British Food Ministry has been 
eble to buy more, and at falling 
prices. 

Because of this improvement 
in the world grain position, 
Britain, it was learned in Wash- 
ington yesterday, is seeking to 
buy from America enough wheat 
to end bread —— ——
